Auing occaſion at this time to deliberate vpon diuers great and 


weightte affaires highly tending to the continuance and further ſet- 
lung of the peaceable gouernment and ſafetie ofthis Our Kingdome, 
whereof God hath giuen Us the charge, Wee haue thought good, 
attoꝛding to the laudable Cuſtome of Our Pꝛogenitoꝛs, to crane the 
adutce and aſliſtance herein of Pur well atfected Subiects, by cal⸗ 
ung a Parliament, to begin bpon the ſixteenth day of January next; 
And though there were no moꝛe to be had in conſideration, but the 
p:eſent face of Chziſtendome, ſo iniſerably and dangerouſly diſtracted 
— LY at this tune, beſides a number of other great and waightie affaires, 
that Wee are to relolnevpon, Wee haue moze then ſufficient reaſon to wiſh anddefire, (if euer 
at any time, eſpectally at this) that the Knights and Burgeſſes that ſhall ſerue in Parliament, 
be, attoꝛding to the old Inſtitutions, choſen of the graucſt, ableſt, and beſt affected minds that 
may be found. And therefoꝛe out of the Care of the Common good, whereof themlelues are 
allo participant, Wee doe hereby admoniſh all Our louing Subicttes that haue votes in the 
Elections, that Chotſe be made of perſonsappzoued foz their ſincerity m Religion, and not 
of any, that is noted either of ſuperſtitious blindneſſe one way, oꝛ of turbulent humoꝛs another 
wap, but of ſuch as ſhall be found ʒealous and obedient childzci to this their Mother Church, 
And as to the Knights of Shires, That they caſt their eyes vpon the woꝛthieſt men, of all 
ſoꝛtes of Knights and Gentlemen, that are Guides and Lights of their Countries, of good 
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experiente, and great integritie, Men thatleade an honeſt ande 
doing Us good ſeruite therein * 1 Dilcontented Perſons that cannot fiſh 
butintroubledwaters: And fo2 the2Burgeſſes, That they make choice of them that beſt vn⸗ 
derſtand the State ok their Countries, Citties , 02 Boꝛoughs, And where ſuch may not be had 
within their Coꝛpoꝛations, then of other graue and dilcreet men, fit to ſerue in ſo woꝛthie an 
Allembly. Foꝛ Mee may Well foꝛeſee, how ill effetts the bad chotce of vnfit men may pꝛodute, it 
the Houle ſhould bee ſupplied with Bankrupts and neceſſitous perſons that may deſire long 
Paritaments fo2their pꝛiuate pꝛotections, Oꝛ with young and vnexperiented men that are 
not ripe and mature foꝛ ſo graue a Countell, Oꝛ with men of meane qualities in themlelues, 
of others on whom they depend , Oꝛ yet with cu⸗
